In 1937 and 1938, he was 
Managing Supervisor of the New York Easel Division of the 
Federal Art Project and in 1940 to 1941, Carnegie Resident 
Artist at the Kalamazoo College, Michigan. Since painting 
is EVERGOOD'S hobby as well as profession his:dutput is -large 
and he has exhibited continuously since 1927. EVERGOOD was 
married to JULIA. VINCENT CROSS, artist and dancer, in 1931, 
residing in New York in the winter and at Barnstable, Massa- 
chusetts, during the summer.

The "New York Star", a.former New York City daily 
newspaper, dated January 4, 1949, reflected that in the 
early part of January, 1949, PHILIP. EVERGOOD signed a 
statement sent to the 8lst Congress requesting it to abolish 
the Committee on Un-American Activities.

Trial of Twelve". .The article stated that 
Chief Justice JAMES H. WOLFE of Utah yesterday denounced 
the Government's prosecution of the National Communist 
leaders. In a.joint statement with a group of distinguished 
liberals, Judge WOLFE declared political change may become 
impossible if the Government persists in pressing such. 
actions. The leaders of the group have formed a committee 
for "Free Political Advocacy". The statement stressed 
free speech, free press, free assembly and free petition.
